The dead .student is Henry Burg, of 
New York City. 


The machine in which the Bueknell

football game Saturday at Annapolis, 
Maryland, between Bueknell and the 
Naval Academy, passed through Get­ 
tysburg, earlier in the day. 
It was 
covered with signs among which

"Down with the Navy,” "The Destroy­ 
er,” “Just a few bucks from Buck- 
nell,” and attracted

on 
Center Square. 
The machine stopped 
here a short time before proceeding on 
its way. 


None of the seven passengers in the 
sedan, several of whom,

known here, was seriously injured in 
the cranh which occurred as their car 
rounded the curve at the foot of a 
hill, known as "Jonah Hill.” 
The oc­

were Mr. and Mrs. Carleton Bryan, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Bartlett, Mrs. 
E. P. Turner and Miss Esther Turner, 
all of Wilmington.

There is still something wrong with the information that is 
being fed Gifford Pinchot for his speeches on the stump. Either 
the Republican candidate iR getting his facts twisted or somebody 
is willfully giving him misinformation for the purpose of getting 
the candidate in wrong. 


Certainly no State candidate ever before put out the kind of 
misinformation that Pinchot is giving the people at his meetings. 
Not all of it is grasped by the people in the crowd but many per­ 
sons. including politicians who know more about the State govern­ 
ment than the candidate does, know Pinchot is wrong. 
Out in Washington County he assailed the Department of Bind­ 
ing and Printing. 
He hits 
those departments whose heads 
he 
knows arc not for him. 
He is not certain yet about Finegan, so 
soft-pedals on the educational system. 
Superintendent Miller, of 
the Printing Department, is different, however. 
He knows the Ad­ 
ams County man is not for him.
